Moisture Condensation (continued) 
Use of a vapor-barrier is the 
most effective means of prevent- 
ing moisture from getting inside 
walls and ceilings. The barrier may 
be applied to the warm side of ex- 
terior walls or ceilings, it may be 
an integral part of the plaster-base 
or wallboard or it may be a mem- 
brane immediately back of the 
plaster-base or wallboard. 

Several types of vapor-resisting 
membranes are: Duplex paper icon- 
sisting of a continuous sheet of as- 
phalt between two sheets of paper; 
Surface-coated and glazed asplialt- 
satured building paper; Aluminium 


or other metal foil. 
Ordinary asphalt saturated roof- 
ing paper and building papers are

Florence Nightingale 
Red Cross Founder 

‘The birthday of Florence Night- 
ingale, founder of the nursing pro- 
fession as it is known today, and 
one of the most extraordinary 
Englishwomen in history, is mark- 
ed May 12. 

Not only is Miss Nightingale 
known for her own works, but 
for the work she inspired, the Red 
Cross. In 1872, after the France- 
Prussian war, "Henri Dunant vis- 
ited London to read a paper on the 
work of the Red Cross. His. first 
words were as follows:
